During the Jast five years the aclling 
price of fatm Jand and improvements in 
the United States increased 05 por cont, 


recording to cutimatos mado by the] 


Seoratary of. Agricalture in his annual 
raport to the President. Batweon March; 
1019, and Marah, 1920, the increase was 
24.4. 

Although the date for the 1920 cen: 
Fans aro not yet available, it scoma prob-| 
able, the Secrotary said, that while the 
average price of farm Jand and improve. 
ments per agra increased only 20 per 
tent during the 40 years from 1860 to 
1900, the prico in 1920 is tayo tnd one- 
half timow that of 1910 and five times 
that of 20 yenrs ago,
